The fight to hold at least part of 
Jackson county dry under the new 
local option law has begun.

rection. 
Petitions will be tiled with 
the commissioners at their session 
next Monday asking that elections be 
held in these two townships. 
The petitions have been in circu­ 
lation in Brownstown township the 
past week asking for the election and 


' i t 
is 
u n d e r s t o o d that the rep ti ired 
number of signers h a s already been 
secured. 
The petition has not yet 
been tiled with the auditor but will be 
iii time for the commissioners to act 
at Monday s session. 
The election 
will be for the territory including 
both Brownstown and the section of 
the t o w n s h i p outside the town. 
The circulation of the petitions for 
an election iii Crothersville anti Ver­ 
non township began Wednesday, file 
petitions are being liberally signed 
%nd there is no epics lion but that the 
requisite number of signers to in­ 
sure tilt1 election will easily be se­ 
cured. 
Dr. A. May of (’nit hers Ville, is at 
fhe head of tin* movement and the 
papers are all in the hands of well 
known men. 
They are Dr. A. May, 
W. P< Hider. A. W. Benham. C. W. 
Keach. Charles K. Gillaspy, ll. R. 
Rider, J. VV. Densford, F. P. Butler 
and C. VV. Sage. 
The two years for 
which Jackson county voted dry will 
expire April -itll and it is expected 
that the elections will In* held in time 
to prevent the opening of saloons iii 
the territory concerned if the drys | 
win. 
The commissioners have no option 
in granting the petition for the clee- ; 
tion if the petitions ni*c signed by ‘JO 
per cent. of the number of qualified 
voters of the territory in which the 
elections arc asked. 
The elections must according to the 
new Proctor law’ be held in not less 
than twenty or more than thirty days j 
after the petitions are granted. 
In 
Brownstown 
township 
there 
seems to he division of opinion as to 
the result of the election although 
the temperance people are very con­ 
fident. 
At the county option elec­ 
tion the drys carried tin* township by 
about IOO. 
They expect to be well 
organized for the coming contest. 
It 
is not known yet how strong an or­ 
ganization the wet element will have. 
At the local option election two years 
ago Vernon Township gave a dry 
majority of about I of) aud it is the 
opinion that the temperance people 
will win this time. 
Though there has been some dis­ 
cussion of the matter no action has 
been taken looking to an election iii 
Seymour and it tis not known that 
there will he. 


FILING REQUESTS 


Many Teachers are Seeking Exemp­ 
ted From Examination. 
NOW THE TIME FOH 


Ijuite a number of Jackson town­ 
ship teachers who are eligible will 
file requests with Superintendent of 
Public Instruction Greathouse for ex­ 
emption tinder the Gruble law pro­ 
viding that teachers holding a thirty- 
six months' license and have taught 
for six consecutive years shall he ex­ 
empt from further examinations. The 
act contains no emergency clause 
and Superintendent Greathouse can 
issue no exemption certificates until 
it becomes effect ive by the govenorV 
proclamation. 
Nearly fifty teachers of the state 
have already tiled requests with Sup­ 
erintendent Great house. 
By another law fathered by Sena­ 
tor Slot sen berg, exemption licenses 
are placed in class (\ which will in­ 
crease the salary of their holders 
about $8 a month. 
“ The exemption bill comes nearer 
to 
meeting 
tin* 
requirements 
and 
needs of the teachers than any other 
act passed by the last legislature." 
said Superintendent Greathouse. 
“ I 
do not believe iii teachers being re­ 
quired to continually pass examin­ 
ations. -lf a teacher has the proper 
qualifications and can pass the re­ 
quired examination this law places 
her on a plane with the other profes­ 
sions. 
Doctors and lawyers are not 
required to take new examinations 
every week or two, aud there is no 


g o o d reason why it should la* required 
of school teachers."

Professor Charles Aiphonso Smith of 
the University of Virginia arrived re­ 
cently in Baltimore from Berlin and 
gave a statem ent concerning the con­ 
troversy over Nlrs. Sm ith’s failure to 
attend the Scbleppeneour, or imperial 
court reception, in Berlin on Jan. is 
last 
Mr. Smith is E dgar Allan Boe 
professor o f English in the University 
of Virginia and went to Berlin as 
Roosevelt exchange professor at tile 
University of Berlin, while Dr. lingo 
M unsterberg went to Berlin aa H ar­ 
vard exchange professor. 
This is Professor Smith's statem ent: 
"The facts in the case are brieily as 
follows: 
When I, as Roosevelt pro­ 
fessor. tirst ca I let I upon Professor Mun­ 
sterberg in the Pa last botel, in Berlin, 
in October last he told nae th a t i, be­ 
ing an American citizen, would De pre­ 
sented at th e Scbleppeneour, while he, ' 
being a G erm an citizen, would not 
have this privilege. 
A little later in 
ins inaugural address he again empha- I 
sized his G erm an citizenship, making 
it one of the reasons why lie was ap- ; 
pointed exchange professor. 


H ill’s P rom ise to P rofessor Sm ith. 
"The Scbleppeneour, it m ay be said, 
is a very formal court function beld j 
in January, a t which the invited guests 
who are not Germans are presented to I 
their m ajesties through the a rn bossa- ; 
dors 
of 
their 
respective 
countries. 
About three weeks before this func­ 
tion I called on Ambassador Hill to 
learn w hether it was his intention to 
present me at the Scbleppeneour.
